mination is useless." 


Premier Lloyd George said that an 


ndependent Poland, comprising all 
genuinely Polish elements who de- 
ired to participate, was an urgent 
necessity for the stability of west 
Europe. 


Speaking with regard to the dis- 


position of the German colonies the 
premier said: "They are held at the 
disposal of a conference whose de- 
cision must have primary regard to 
the wishes and interests of tbeJ?

The letter is an exceptionally in- 


teresting one, a'nd he also enclosed 
a copy of the Ohio Rainbow Rev- 
eille of November 24. It is the di- 
vision "newspaper." and is but one 
small sheet with printing on both 
sides. The letter follows: 
' "Somewhere in France, November 
29. 
Friend Harry—Received your 


always-welcome letter the other day 
and was sure glad to hear from you. 
Well, we have finally arrived at our 
camp, but balieyc me it was some 
trip. We were "sure slad when we 
got off the boat^and set our feet on 
land, and it certainly was a load off 
our minds for, }f course, we could 
not help but worry .some in crossing 
the big pond. But we certainly were 
well-guarded all the way over by 
sub-chasers and., "battleships. 
We 


had a smooth sea nearly all the way, 
and saw lots of seagulls and por- 
poses. 


"When we landed the first we 


heard was 'clatterty! bang!" for 
about five minutes, then up comes a 
young fellow ,wearing wooden shoes, 
and it looked and sounded like the 
dickens. 


"The street cars look like cigar 


boxes on wheels. 
The passengers 


enter in the rear from, the middle of 
the track and exit at the front of the 
car. 
The motonnan is a man, 'while 


the conductor is a woman—both 
shod in -wood. 


"There 
is 
plenty 
of 
wine 


and champaigne in tais country, but 
none of it for your 'Uncle Dudley.' 


"But believe me, the French sure 


can make ryebread,—that IS rye-j 
bread. It is made about a foot and' 
a half in diameter, and has a hole 


in the center of the loaf like a 
doughnut. 
The tobacco here, how- 


ever, is rotten. We sure long for our 
Prince Albert, but I guess we will 
keep on longing for there is no 
chance to buy it here. 


"After we got on the train to come 


to our camp from port" we passed 
some 
pretty 
nice-looking 
country 


(but nothing like the good, old U. 
S. A.) 


"Most of tiie larger towns have 


high stonewalls all around them, and 
in one place the homes were built 
right into the solid rock. 
All you 


could see was the doorway and the 
smoke coming out of. the top of the 
rock. 
Lots of the trees here are 


about a 1000 feet High and filled 
with mistletoe, big balls of it being 
through the trees. 


"In several towns the canalboats 
are pulled by horses, and in the 
wagons the teams are hitched in 
front of each other. 
Where there 


are four horses they hitch one in 
front, then comes a team, then an- 
other in the shafts. 


"Tell Fred I just received his let- 


ter yesterday—the one he mailed 
October 29—but I have not heard 
from Bud or Charles lately; in fact, 
I have not heard from Bud at all, 
that I can remember. 


"Well, Harry, I guess I will have 


to ring off for this time as there is 
iust about five more letters that I
